: Tech Center plans shown 


BELLE GLADE--The first drewings of the iong-awaited West 
Area Technical Center by the Palm Beach County School 
Board Tuesday night brought general approval but sugges- 
tions for a raised roof in the heavy equipment shop and a child 
care center. 

The board held the workshop session in the Glades Central 
library to get input on the schematic plans for the proposed $3 
million facility, which will be built at SR 715 and Hooker 
Highway. 

And the input came; largely from persons debating 
whether a 12 foot ceiling in the heavy equipment shop, the 
second of its type in the state, would be high enough. 

Architect Carroll Peacock, of Peacock and Lewis, Inc. of 
Palm Beach, showed a series of five slides depicting a 
conceptual vision of what the tech center should look like. He 
said he believed the 12-foot ceiling and 10-foot high doors to 
the shop would be adequate for teaching purposes. 

U.S. Department of Agriculture engineer Joe Clayton 
pointed out, however, that a large number of mechanical 
harvesters in the area range upwards of 17 feet tall and 
considering the need for overhead working space, the 12-foot 
ceiling wouldn’t be adequate. Peacock said he and: school 
personnel had toured the Caterpillar shop in Miami, where 
the doors were more than 20 feet hight, but the thinking was 
that the school shop wouldn’t be expected to house the extra- 
large pieces of equipment which are repaired in the Caterpil- 
lar shop.

Because it was placed at the top of the priorities list, 
Peacock said the heavy equipment shop was placed by itself 
to leave elbow room for the equipment students would learn 
to operate and maintain and to allow for future expansion. 

Board member Dr. Bernard Kiinmel said another feature 
he would like to see incorporated into the center would be a 
day and night child care center, partially to provide training in 
that area but primarily to allow adults to continue their educa- 
tion at night and have a place to leave their children. 

Kimmel's suggestion received general support from other

And the result, according to the 
military leaders quoted in the film, 
isthat the land forces mustered by 
the Warshaw Pact nations 15—75 
times that.of NATO; that the 
Soviets' edge in submarines is 3:1 
over America; that when it comes 
to all naval vessels, the edge is 6:1 
and growing; that by 1980, the 
ratio in offensive weapons will be 
3,750 for the Sóviets compared to 
1,500 for the U.S. and in air 
defense weapons, including fighter 
interceptors, the edge will be an 
incredible 16,000 to 200 and the 
Russians are continually improv- 
ing antiballistic missile defenses 
and civil defense while the Amer- 
ieans have dismantled both pro- 
grams. 

The film quoted a civil defense 
expert as saying in the case of 
all-out war, 45 per cent of the 
American. population would be 
annihalated while North American 
Air Defense Commander Gen. 
Daniel James stated flatly the 
United States, "has no defense”

Beer cans profitable 
for Reynolds, Glades 


BELLE GLADE-During June, 
Belle Glade's citizens continue to 
receive 17 cents a pound for clean 
MEUS aluminum from Der 
n lumínum Recycling Com- 
у. They received $1,808.29 
ied Reynolds last month for 
10,837 pounds of aluminum. 
Every Thursday from 11 a.m. to 
1 p.m. the mobile aluminum 
recycling unit will be at the City 
Park, West Canal Street. 
Reynolds pays 17 cents a pound 
for aluminum beverage cans and 
other clean household aluminum 
items such as pie plates, foil, frozen 
food and dinner trays and dip, 
udding and meat containers. 
Certain other items, including 
aluminum siding, gutters, storm 
windows, window frames and 
lawn furniture tubing are also 
worth 17 cents a pound if properly 
prepared. This aluminum must be 
free of all foreign materials, cut to 
lengths not exceeding three feet 
and should not be mixed with cans.

result of negligence on the of 
store owners Charles and ге 
Royal and store proprietor Fakhri 
Abedel Hadi. 

The decision awarded Dawud's 
family $750,000. Witnesses said 
the man was found in the back 
room near a door which had a 
board across it to secure it shut. 
Dawud was flown by helicopter to 
Jackson Memorial Hospital in 
Miami for treatment of burns and 
died 41 days later. 

Denfense attorneys argued that 
Dawud, may have been involved in 
setting the fire himself, since 
gasoline was allegeldly spotted on 
the floor of the storage area and 
back room. 

Robert Parks, ~attorney for 
Dawud's estate, implied that the 
rear door should have been equip- 
ped to allow an emergency exit.

“I lake the old bait off, if there is 
апу, and put, new bait on," Mrs.

with mayflowers right now and 
they pretty well come off them- 
selves.” 

Mrs. Dotson does alot of racking 
but she also has help from Nancy 
Sherlock. Both women seat 

+ {themselves at small tables outside 


the front of the store to rack lines 
and sometimes to tie knots in the 
lines. 

The amount of racking they 
complete each day varies, Mrs. 
Dotson said, depending on how 
well the fishing goes. And the time * 
required to rack lines also varies, 
usually depending on the shape the 
lines are in, whether they are 
entangled or not. “Sometimes it 
takes us three-hours to do one box 
when it only takes them a few 
minutes to put them out. If the 
lines are in good shape it would 
take about an hour and a half, but 
them sometimes we're in bad 
shape and them it takes longer-like 
we might be nervous one day,” 
Mrs. Dotson. said. 

For racking lines in an entire 
box, which is approximately a one 
Gubic foot area, the charge is $2.50. 

Mrs. Dotsun has operated her 
store for ten years, she said. 
offering groceries, bait, tackle and 
drinks. She often has visitors who 
sit outside the store and talk to her 
while she works. 

Mrs. Dotson does alot of racking, 
but she's not one for fishing. “I've 
never even taken a cane pole to go 
fishing,” she said. She says she has 
been rackim es for years. And 
although commercial fishing has 
poen reinstated in Lake Okeecho- 

bee, it hasn't really peor her 
any more business, said. As 
far as racking goes, нед ой 
for a while but now it's back to 
normal,” she stated.

Fishy business 


Catfish still providing livelihood 


PAHOKEE-It's not hard to find if 
you now where to look, but some 
people probably don't even know 
it's there- that's Leroy Sullivan's 
fish house at 3549 Airport Rd., 
Pahokee. 

Mr. Sullivan's fish house is both 
a retail and a wholesale business 
where his predominant type of fish 
і itfish. “I've found that catfish 
go locally," Mr. Sullivan said, 
so he has two large fiberglass ice 
boxes where he stores small and 
catfish that are sold locally 
also to Stokes Fish Company 
of Okeechobee, probably the big- 
gest fish company in the state of 
rida, he said. It's headquarters 

is in Leesburg. 
Inside a screened-in room are 


concrete skinning tables where 
fisherman clean and skin their fish. 
The fish are then bought by Mr. 
Sullivan who in turn sells them to 
his customers in quantities of two 
or more pounds for 90 cents per 
pound, or $1 per pound if they are 
pan ready. If the fish must be 
delivered, there may also be a 
delivery price attached. 

Sullivan said all of his fish come 
from commercial fishermen but he 
could buy from pole fishermen if 
they wanted to sell. "I could buy 
from anybody really," he said. 

In addition to selling his fish to 
local customers in Canal Point, 
Pahokee and Belle Glade, Sullivan 
sometimes sells to people in 
Stuart, West Palm Beach, Miami 


and other such cities, 
during the winer “when they have 
the bie tourist séason over there.” 

Sullivan has
